WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 
(AP)—President Eisenhower to- 
day ‘selected William Joseph 
Brennan Jr. of Rumson, N. J.., | 
to be an associate justice of the 
U. S. Supreme Court. He is 
now an associate justice of the 
New Jersey Supreme Court. 

Brennan, who is 50 years old 
and a Democrat, will succeed | 
Justice Sherman Minton, who 
has announced he will retire 
Oct. 15. 

Minton, also a Democrat, is 
retiring because of failing 
health. 

White House press secretary 
James C, Hagerty made the an- 
nouncement at a press confer- 
ence attended also by Judge 
Brennan. 

Brennan told reporters Attor- 
ney General Brownell called 
him on the telephone late yes- 
terday in Red Bank, N.J., and 
told him to come to Washing- 
ton. 

However, Brennan said he did 
not know of his selection until 
told by the President shortly 
before Hagerty’s press confer- 
ence. 

Never Active in Politics. 

(International News Service 
pointed out that Brenner is the 
first Catholic named to the Su- 
preme Court since the late as- 
sociate justice Frank Murphy, | 
who died in July 1949, and is 
the first Democrat picked by 
Mr. Eisenhower for the Su- 
preme Court.) 

This will be Mr. Eisenhower's 
third appointment to the court. 
He previously appointed Chief 
Justice Earl Warren on Sept. 
30, 1953 and associate justice 
John Marshall Harlan on Jan. 
10, 1955. 

Brennan told reporters he 
had never taken an active part 
in politics. 

Hagerty said the actual ap- 
pointment of Brennen will be 
made by the President within 
10 days. He said it is expected 
that the judge will start work 
on the court immedjately on 
Judge Minton’s retirement. 

It will be a recess appoint- 
ment since Congress is not in 
session, . The nomination will 
be sent to the new Senate in 
January for consideration. 

Confirmation of Brennan 
would leave the court at three 
Republicans and six Democrats, 
as at present. 


Asked for Records. 

Hagerty recalled that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower told his press 
conference recently that he had 
asked his staff and the Justice 
Department for the records of 
all sitting federal judges and 
members of state supreme 
courts to help him select a suc- 
cessor to Minton. 

“The President,” Hagerty 
said, “believes Judge Brennan 
is highly qualified to be a su- 
preme court justice and told 
him this morning he was going 
to appoint him.” 

Brennan was recommended 
highly by many legal authori- 
ties, including Chief Justice 
Arthur T. Vanderbilt of the 
New Jersey Supreme Court, 
Hagerty said.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29—The 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
will give television time to 
President Eisenhower with the 
blessings of six rival presiden- 
tial candidates. 

The network’s action will 
permit Mr. Eisenhower to make 
a traditional three - minute 
speech in behalf of the United 
Community Funds and Councils 
of America. The talk will be in- 
cluded in Sunday’s “Ed Sulli- 
van Show” telecast from 7 to 
8 p. m. (St. Louis time) and will | 
be broadcast simultaneously on 
CBS radio. 

All other networks had pre- 
viously scheduled the speech. 
However, CBS had queried the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission and had been informed 
that it would have to grant

equivalent time to all other 
candidates. 

Adlai E. Stevenson, the 
Democratic aspirant, volun- 


tarily waived his right to equal 
time. CBS then wired 13 other 
presidential candidates, as of 
yesterday, favorable responses 
had been received from five. 
Henry Krajewski, of Secau- 
cus, N, J., cast a negative vote 
for his American Third party. 
Yesterday CBS stated that “it 
would be contrary to the public 
interest to prevent the Presi- 
dent of the United States from 
speaking on behalf of so worthy 
a charitable cause solely be- 
cause of the action of Mr. 
Krajewski.”

I can’t be indifferent, nor 
can you, to the fact that this 
‘crisis in education has arisen 
‘in this age of abundance in 
this richest of all nations in 
the history of man. It does us 
a grave injustice. 

And I think we are waking 
now to a full realization of 
what we have been doing to 
the future of America. It 
isn’t the figures I have men- 
tioned that shock us. What 
does drive this failure of 
ours home is its now all too 
familiar symbols: the roar- 
ing cut-out of the hot-rod 
car, teenagers’ beer cans 
strewn along the roadside, 
juke box blues dishing up 
love and religion in identical 
groaning tones, the rural-de- 
livery mailbox ripped off 
just for laughs, a switchblade 
in the hands of a city teen- 
age gang boy. 

Most of our children, who 
are sound and sensible, can 
take all this and leave it alone. 

But among a minority—and 


this minority. has grown bigger | 


in recent years—there is emerg- 
frightening spirit of 

arrogance, wanton 
violence; and, underlying all 
a sense of disrespect for 
the standards of the past, and 


a carelessness about the future. 


Another measure of this 


failure is emerging in the now |

The other change is a 
great shift in our means of 
gathering taxes—a shift which 
has resulted in the serious 
inadequacy of the property 
tax. And that is the tax from 
which we have traditionally 
financed .our schols. It is 
about the only source of our 
local revenue. In _ relation- 
ship to the national product 
the property tax yields only 
one-quarter as much as it 
did 25 years old. 

This means that we really 
have no choice now except to 
use federal funds to bolster 
up our educational program.

Now what are we doing to 
meet this problem? 

While we were falling behind 
at an alarming rate on school 
building and on the reruitment 
of teachers, the President first 
proposed an elaborate scheme 
that might have been of aid to 
bankers but not to our schools.

It must be said, in fairness— 
and leaning far over backward 
in fact—that the situation on 
that vote was complicated by 
other factors which crossed 
party lines. 

Leadership Lacking. 


But I say, I am sure in equal 
fairness, that with strong 
leadership from the White

As it 
was, in the midst of the debate 
this spring, a Republican Con- 
gressman read a letter from 
President Eisenhower, which 
was hardly helpful, in which he 
said “unless we are careful, 
even the great and necessary 
educational processes in our 
country will become yet an- 
other vehicle by which the be- 


lievers in paternalism, if not 
outright socialism, will gain 
still additional power for the 


central government.” 


I do not know whether this 
letter accurately reflects the 
President's view on this vital 
matter. But I would not expect 
much leadership on behalf of 
our schools from anyone who 
does entertain these philosophi- 
cal misgivings about. federal aid. 

To sum up, we have had, 
during these four years, fine 
words, conferences, and lofty, 
high-sounding proposals about 
education. We have had no 
action and no results. 


Now what of the future. 

Because there are so many 
facets to this problem, and be- 
cause their full discussion would 
take a good deal more time 
than we have tonight, I am

peace is by enlargement of 
world markets.” he declared 

Arthur H. Compton, former 
chancellor of Washington Uni- 
versity, warned that gifts are 
not enough. 

“It doesn't pay to try to give 
what we've got -to somebody 
else,” he said. “You don’t win 
friends in that way. We must 
help people do their part to 
carry the load. In doing this 
there is mutual benefit.” 

The magnitude of the task 
was stressed by Harrison Brown, 
geochemist at California Insti- 
tute of Technology. “It must be 
realized that billions of dollars 
will be required for many 
vears,” he stated. “At the very 
least we must think in terms of 
decades or half a century.”

The news agencies of the United 
ates have been missing’ a vital op- 
+ al to inform their readers of 
the strenuous struggle for law and 
der by one Fyke Farmer, a lawyer 
of Tennessee. 
Mr. Farmer has been trying to 
ring into the courts of this coun- 
tty the Nuremberg trial principle 
ve the individual, even though a 
mmon citizen, is legally responsi- 
ble for participation in an act of 
aggressive war by his government. 
»He is applying this principle to 
himself in his litigation over his re- 
fusal to pay his 1949 income tax. 
*Two thirds of this payment, he 
contends, would have been used for 
preparation and conduct of war. His 
proposed legal evidence - includes 
some startling data relevant to the 
Korean war 

The fact that this evidence relates 
to the decisions and actions of some 
very high government Officials 
seems to.me to constitute ne valid 
reason for suppression, either by 
government or by newspapers. 

I am not here passing judgment 
upon the validity of his evidence. 
This ie-a matter for judicial judg- 
ment In @n unbiased court. 

This case is vital to the most cru- 
cial problem of our time, namely, ju- 
dicial treatment of peace and war 
and war participation.

A Dilemma in Food. 


One hundred and fifty chemicals are being put . 


into the food we eat today without adequate 
knowledge of whether og not they are safe for 
human consumption. That presents a dilem- 
ma in pure-food regulation. Assistant Secretary 
Mintener*of the United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare has placed the 
dilemma before the American Chemical Society. 

The Food and Drug Administration is swamped 
with chemicals used in food, 400-odd of them. 
Mr. Mintener said that to complete the studies 
which should be undertaken now in coal-tar 
colors alone would take the Administration's 
staff a quarter of a century. Trying to prove a 
chemical safe is a long and complicated task 
which does not lead to dogmatic conclusions. 
Meanwhile, many of these chemicals are respon- 
sible for the revolution in frozen and prepared 
foods which is producing a boom in the. indus- 
try and joy in the heart of the housewife. 

What to do? In some quarters the dilemma 
has been sensationalized, rousing unproductive 
fears but producing no start toward solutions. 
The cooler-headed and more promising course 
is to learn as we go; meanwhile suspending the 
use of such chemicals as begin to show unfavor- 
able experience. 

That is what Secretary Folsom of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare did in removing .from the 
approved list last November certain coal tar col- 
orings, among them several oranges and reds. 
The ruling was appealed and the United States 
Court of Appeals in New York City unanimously 
upheld the Secretary. These colorings had been 
used in cakes, cookies, pies, bread, cheese, ice 
cream, frankfurters, bolognas, spreads, oranges, 
canned and frozen vegetables, candy, desserts, 
puddings, soft drinks, condiments and soups. 

A fortnight after the court’s decision, the In- 
ternational Union Against Cancer, meeting in 
Rome, with representatives from 21 nations, con- 
demned a number of additives used as dyes, 
sweeteners, thickeners and preservatives, urging 
the outright banning of some and prompt re- 
testing of others. 

To enable the Food and Drug Administration 
to deal more effectively with these problems, 
efforts are being made t@ expand its staff and 
facilities. New legislation on the safety of 
chemical additives is being sought. 

On many sides, therefore, steps are being 
taken to protect the consymer’s welfare, a fact 
which should be reassuring. At the same time, 
there is abundant reasom for consumers to take 
an informed and active*interest, for without 
them the problems can hardly be solved as 
well or as quickly as they should be.

A rival leader 
with Mao Tse-tung in the ’20s, he erred and had 
to flee to Soviet Russia in 1929. He abjectly re- 
turned and made his peace in 1945, finally rising 
to be minister of labor. But in 1954 he was 
dropped into obscurity for “blind leadership.” 
Now he has been reintroduced at the Eighth 
Congress of the Party with title of deputy direc- 
tor of the industrial communication work de- 
partment. 

This title, most insignificant compared with 
that of minister of labor, apparently will have to 
do until he makes good in his minor office. If 
there is any doubt as to his determination to 
make good it should be dispelled by his speech 
to the Party Congress. Peiping radio quotes the 
sly old fox as telling the delegates: - 


I dare not venture to say that the root of 
my mistakes has been gat rid of completely 
nor that I shall be free from mistakes from 
now on. If I do not keep my vigilance, be 
modest and discreet, if I do not thoroughly 
rid myself of cocksuredness, conceit and 
self-complacency and if I do not receive con- 
stant supervision from the party, it is very 
likely that L shall make mistakes again. I 
hope that from now on you, comrades, will 
all the time supervise my work and give me 
greater help. 


Judging from that speech, Li Li-san has made 
in advance for himself such a clear cut case that 
if he ever slips again there are going to be a 
whole lot of comrades—and not Li Li-ssan—who 
will be responsible for the slipping of a man 
who really has learned his lesson to perfection. 
eoeo-- - 


Children Under Pressure 


One of the saddest among the many sad as- 
pects of the troubles which bigots are stirring 
up in schools that are being integrated is the ill 
effect on the children. .Im Henderson county, 
Kentucky, for example, a “citizens’” group 
urged all the pupils to walk out. An advertise- 
ment in the Henderson Gleaner and Journal ex- 
horted them to the same effect. 

Pupils in Kentucky and elsewhere have for the 
most part behaved with far more enlightenment 
than many of their elders. But how sorely they 
must be torn by these appeals to do what their 
minds and hearts tell them is wrong. Some of 
the youngsters in a Kentucky school where dis- 
orders are being stirred up have commented 
that the new Negro pupils “are fun to play with 
and get along well.” Teachers described them 
as “good students, well-mannered.” It does not 
take long to learn the simple lesson that people 
are people. 

Meanwhile, what afe.these same pupils to 
think of thdir elders who try to make them the 
instruments of a blind bigotry which refuses to 
learn anything? For parents concerned to pro- 
tect the welfare and enjoy the respect of their 
children, it is a point worth pondering.

Brazil Debates Press Freedom 

Brazil is the latest Latin American nation to 
be concerned with issues of freedom of the 
press, Fortunately the Brazilians, unlike some 
of their South American neighbors, are still free 
to debate the question, but their freedom has 
been threatened, 

Special federal police with tommy-guns re- 
cently raided the office of the Tribuna da 
Imprensa, confiscated one day's edition and 
caused the paper to suspend the nexte The 
police charged that the Tribuna was about to 
print a manifesto calling for ‘another govern- 
mental “housecleaning” .<«*- 

As a sequel to this incident, the Kubitschek 
Government proposed a constitutional amend- 
ment listing seven new pregg crimes, including 
insults to public officials. Brazil's Constitution 
now grants press freedom, with restrictions only 
on propaganda for war or violent subversion. 

Tribuna da Imprensa is not known as a tem- 
perate newspaper, even in a continent where 
intemperance often is substituted for news. 
Tribuna has insulted personally many high Bra- 
zilian officials. At times it has even suggested 
outright revolt. It has not been inhibited by 
weak libel laws. 

But the police raid and the Government's bill 
together are no answer te press irresponsibility; 
they merely offer suppression. They would 
establish the police as judge and jury over the 
nation’s press. Even conservative Brazilian 
ELLA Cotisiont leaders, aware of what 
has bappened to the press in Colombia and 
other republics, recognize the mee to press 


freedom. As a consequence, there is little en- 
thusiasm for the Government's censorship bill. 

The most constructive governmental answer 
to press irresponsibility would be to tighten 
Brazil's libel Jaws, but from there on to follow 
the principle that truth will conquer error if 


left free to do so. Brazil would not get truth © 


from a censored press. 
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The Question of Juvenile Crime 

A Missouri legislative committee heard sev- 
eral constructive suggestions from St. Louisans 
on juvenile delinquency, including a proposal 
for a state youth authority to help rehabilitate 
offenders in the 18-to-21 age group. But there 
was some disagreement as to when a juvenile 
becomes an adult. 

Several witnesses, including Joseph W. Lewis, 
chairman of the St. Louis Bar Association's 
juvenile law committee, proposed raising the age 
limit from 17 to 18 for law violators subject to 
juvenile court jurisdiction. Thomas F. Eagleton, 
Democratic candidate for Circuit Attorney, pro- 
posed to go the other way. He cited an increase 
in serious crimes among youths of 16 and young- 
er, and suggested lowering the age limit to 16. 

This would of course make 16-year-olds subject 
to prosecution as adults, but it does not make 
them adults. Mr. Lewis said, “We feel that chil- 
dren are not sufficiently matured at the younger 
age to come under the general law.” Most au- 
thorities would no doubt agree with the bar that 
a boy of 16 is not a man and should not be held 
to be so before the law. 

During his energetic campaign, Mr. Eagleton 
has made one other suggestion which would 
mark an even greater retreat from the estab- 
lished concepts of juvenile law. He has proposed 
letting the Circuit Attorney, and not the Juve- 
nile Court, decide whether youths involved in 
major crimes should be tried as adults. 

This plan would cripple the authority of 
courts established expressly to deal with juve- 
nile problems. The plan would hand that power 
over to a prosecutor whose main consideration 
is strict enforcement of the law for adults. And 
it should be noted that the elected prosecutor 
would be more subject than the juvenile courts 
to public pressures and hysterical demands for 
reprisals against so-called juvenile crime waves. 
Missouri is unlikely to transfer such power over 
juveniles from courts to prosecutor. 
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What Schools Should Teach 

What the schools should teach was emphasized 
even more than their financial needs at the city- 
county White House Conference on Education. 
For this its members deserve special praise since 
it is logical to decide what we want as well as 
how to pay for it, a fundamental too often ig- 
nored where the public schools are concerned. 

More attention to the liberal arts and sciences 
and less vocational training were urged on the 
schools by the 500 lay and teacher participants 
in the conference. This makes sense, especially 
in view of the deterioration of high school pro- 
grams in sO many communities. A penetrating 


‘introduction to English, foreign languages, his- 


tory, chemistry, physics, mathematics and other 
solid subjects is not only immensely valuable in 
self but also constitutes the necessary founda- 
tion for further education, be this acquired in 
college or by less formal means. 

There is no objection to learning a trade. but 
often this may be better done on the job than 
in the classroom. In any event, the good citizen 
needs to know more than how to earn a living. 
He must know how to think, how to weigh argu- 
ments and come to those correct conclusions es- 
sential to successful self-government. And since 
man does not live by bread alone, he needs a 
little of that broadness of mind which brings 
more into his day than the routine of the as- 
sembly line and the television set. 

What the conference urged once was accepted 
generally as the content and purpose of educa- 
tion. The tragedy is that so many of our schools 
have fallen from this standard. A return to it is 
worth even the de-emphasis of sports which also 
was recommended. And it certainly is worth the 
investment of more money in schools and the 
recruitment of better teachers. 
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Old Dobbin Made Him Rest 


Since the farmer traded his horse for a tractor 
he has been able to get more work done in a day 
but he also has found himself menaced by “trac- 
tor-fatigue.” According to the American Medical 
Association, farming now ranks third among 
major industries in number of accidental deaths. 

This, the A.M.A. asserts, is largely because 
the farmer works the tractor longer hours: than 
he did his horse and without the rest periods 
that a horse demanded. Old Dobbin would toil 
just so long and then take a rest which the 
farmer also had to take. Since the tractor has no 
horse sense and keeps going just as long as it 
has gasoline and oil, how is the farmer to be got 
out of the metal saddle? 

Perhaps the only answer is to take the coffee- 
break of metropolitan fame out to the rural 
areas and see that it becomes one of the mores. 
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Goal for Greater St. Louis 

That other cities seeking to solve their prob- 
lems are looking more and more to St. Louis as 
an example was demonstrated again when Mayor 
Tucker was asked to speak at a “Plan for Im- 
provement” dinner in Louisville. There the 
Mayor was helpful in telling about the St. Louis 
rehabilitation bond issue, the earnings tax and 
other factors in the city’s quickened pace along 
the road of progress. 

But he also talked frankly about the greatest 
unsolved problem of the St. Louis area—amalga- 
mation or consolidation. In this respect St. Louis 
at the momert is somewhat behind Louisville 
with its Mallon Plan for the integration of city 
and county functions. 

St. Louis, however,.has not been standing still. 
This is shown, for example, by the establish- 
ment of the Metropolitan Sewer District. But 
Mayor Tucker said that “the final solution to 
most of our extremely perplexing problems lies 
in amalgamation.” 

The-truth of this seems obvious to any stu- 
dent of the modern metropolis. The core city and 
its suburbs actually are interdependent parts of 
one community, depending on the same utilities 
—or less well served than they might be where 
they maintain these separately. In a balkanized 
community there can only be endless struggles 
over which unit shall provide facilities used by 
all. In such matters as streets, transportation, 
sewers and zoning, local geography does not 
provide the solutions. 

The high cost of balkanization is the best ar- 
gument for amalgamation. Annexation may be 
the most direct way of achieving this, but it also 
may be the most difficult. Fortunately, other de- 
vices are available; and the study now being con- 
ducted by Washington and St. Louis universities 
should go a long way toward determining the 
most favorable solution for St. Louis. When it is 
completed the St. Louis community will face 
its greatest and most promising challenge. The 
community, we trust, will be as ready for it as 
is the Mayor.

How city conquered smoke blight so sensationally is told ‘to 
arouse those still suffering from same smog; reporter recalls 
old “midnight noons™” and contrasts them with clear skies today; 
sketches simple anti-smoke ordinance and interest it has aroused.

St. Louis has emerged miraculously 
from a realm of smoke and brimstone 
into a new world of sunshine and pure 
air and life. Its experience shows what 
a city can do when its people are suffi- 
ciently aroused and the politicians are 
sufficiently responsive to their de- 
mands. 

Although Chicago is a much larger 
city and its air pollution problem is 
more complex, it could profit, as Pitts- 
burgh has done,-by the St. Louis ex- 
ample that where there is a will there 
is a way. 

For almost 100 years St. Louis was 
as ill-famed as London and Pittsburgh 
for its smoke blight. By the late 1930s, 
the smoke evil had become intolerable. 
Darkness at noon was not a figure of 
speech, but a commonplace. Electric 
lights had to be burned in day time. 


The bituminous smoke was loaded 
with sulphur, which is called brimstone 
in the Bible’s references to hell. J. H. 
Carter, St. Louis Commissioner of 
Smoke Regulation, recalls that “you 
could smell and taste sulphur every- 
where in the city.” 


Traffic crawled and coughing citizens 
wandered through the hellish gloom. 
Flowers and evergreens in the gardens 
and parks of St. Louis were killed by 
the sulphur dioxide and other toxic 
gases. 

But now St. Louis has no smoke pall. 
Not even a haze obscures the scattered 
white stratus clouds, shimmering in the 
sunlight, or the clear blue sky. A new 
civic pride is manifested by the well- 
painted’ houses and clean exteriors of 
public and private buildings and monu- 
ments. 

Since 1893 St. Louis had made futile 
legislative attempts at smoke abatement 
but the first constructive ordinance was 
adopted in 1937. It was drafted by 
Raymond R. Tucker, who left a teach- 
ing post in the mechanical engineering 
department of Washington University 
to become secretary to Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann. The ordinance required 
that all coal under two inches in size 
must be washed to an ash content of 
not over 12 per cent on a dry basis 
before it could be used or sold fer use 
in St. Louis. But the 1937 ordinance 
did not eliminate the smoke pall. 


In December, 1939, Mayor Dickmann 
appointed the St. Louis Commission on 
Elimination of Smoke, headed by the 
late James L. Ford, vice president of 
the First National Bank. Tucker had 
become smoke commissioner. 

The committee recommended a plan 
which is called “practically foolproof,’ 
one which would eliminate smoke by 
preventing it at its source. These were 
its cardinal points: 

“}. All those burning a high volatile 


fuel must employ mechanical fuel burn- 
ing equipment to burn it smokelessly. 

“2. All others must use smokeless 
fuel.” 

Coal with a volatile content of more 
than 23 per cent could be sold or used 
only in automatic types of equipment 
that would burn it smokelessly. 

Illinois ‘coal producers fought the 
ordinance before it was passed and in 
the courts after its adoption, but its 
constitutionality was upheld. A _ boy- 
cott of St. Louis products was threat- 
ened. 

The opposition,. however, proved to 
be unwarranted. According to Com- 
missioner Carter, Illinois still supplied 
80 per cent of all the coal used in St. 
Louis after the ordinance had become 
fully effective. 


Results of the 1940 ordinance exceed- 
ed the most hopeful expectations of its 
sponsors. They were obvious to any 
resident or visitor, and they are con- 
firmed by official records. For exam- 
ple, the United States Weather Bureau, 
which observes and records “moderate 
smoke” and “thick smoke,” reported a 
total of 71642 hours of smoke, both 
moderate and thick, during the 1939- 
1940 heating season. 


The total for 1940-1941, the next sea- 
son after the ordinance was adopted, 
was only 19714 hours, a reduction of 
72.5 per cent in one year. Equally 
spectacular was the reduction of the 
sulphur dioxide content of the city’s 
air. 

Commissioner Carter, who was a 
classmate of former Commissioner 
Tucker in mechanical engineering at 
Washington University, does not give 
the St. Louis anti-smoke program sole 
credit for the metamorphosis of his 
city. The introduction of natural gas 
in 1949-1950 was a factor. This fuel 
now is used.by 40 to 45 per cent of all 
families. 

The number of oil burners has more 
than doubled in the same period. The 
railroads are virtually 100 per cent die- 
selized. 


But these technological develop- 
ments, Commissioner Carter believes, 
“were hastened and aided in their 
spread by the desire for clean air which 
has been built up by the air pollution 
control movement.” 

Enforcement of the law, he Says, 
“meant not only patrolling the town to 
see that the people got the proper kind 
of fuel and used it. It mean enlisting 
the support of the press and radio, of 
civic associations, of influential citizens, 
and through them, of the public.” 

Some 300 cities in all parts of the 
United States and many foreign coun- 
tries have asked St. Louis how it elimi- 
nated its smoke. 


In Missouri, Too 
From The Parsons (Kan.) Sun 


There is sentiment in Missouri, too, 
for a new date that would take its pri- 
mary out of the dog days of August. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch reports 
one of the state’s two major candidates 
for Governor favors such a move. So 
do a number of legislative candidates 
in the St. Louis area. The newspaper 
calls upon the other gubernatorial 
nominee to declare himself on the side 
of an earlier primary. 

Kansas has discussed the same 
sition, but never has acted. It went 
through another blistering primary cam- 
paign this year—and reference is made 
to only the weather. 

Candidates sweltered along the cam- 
paign trail and many of them, in infor- 
mal utterances, swore that any citizen 
who ever made a primary campaign in 
Kansas would join the movement for an 
earlier nominating day. 

A ‘date in late May or early June 
would be ideal. The campaign could be 


would be bound to be higher while the 
wear and tear on candidates would de- 
cline accordingly. 

This change requires but a simple act 
of the Legislature and it is to be hoped 
that the lawmakers will take the nec- 
essary action no later than the 1957 
session. It would be of benefit to all 
concerned.

Sweden’s Virgin Queen 
THE FLIGHT, by Ruth Stephen. (Knopf, 298 

pgs., 44.) 

To the difficult task of writing a fic- 
tional account of the inner life of so 
complex a figure as Christina, the vir- 
gin queen of Sweden, in the first per- 
son, Ruth Stephan brings discerning in- 
sight combined with fine scholarship. 
Consequently, this story of religious 
conflict, intellectual searching, and po- 
litical intrigue should rate a high place 
among the historical novels of our 
time. 


That Christina never married, that 
she became a Catholic convert, and 
that she abdicated and fled from Swe- 
den disguised in 
the clothing of a 


nfan — these are 
well-known facts of 
history. That she 


sought the society 
of philosophers, art- 
ists, musicians, and 
men of wit and 
charm is equally 
well known. But 
the inner life of 
this ugly, hunch- 
backed woman has 
eluded the histori- 
ans. The unveiling 
of the heart and 
mind of Christina 
is a poet’s task, and Mrs. Stephan rises 
to the occasion, for the writing here 
rises to the level of poetry without 
ever becoming consciously arty. 


The reader of this book will feel 
the bitter winter cold of Sweden, under- 
stand the grim unbending Lutheranism 
of that land in the 17th century, and 
shudder at the ruthlessness of religious 
wars. He will also learn of the machina- 
tions of court politics, of the loyalties 
that divine office engender, and the 
temptations that accompany power. 


Christina is, of course, the dominant 
figure in the book, but the minor char- 
acters—Count Oxenstierna, her chancel- 
lor, the philosopher Descartes, the vari- 
ous Catholics from whom the queen 
gains her knowledge of Rome, her 
valet, and many others—are delicately 
but surely drawn. 

This historical novel is more than es- 
cape literature, for the problems of 
this \ueen, who lived in a world that 
she found alien, are universal.

1999, OUR HOPEFUL FUTURE. by Victor Cohn, 

(Sobbs-Merrifi, 205 pqs., $3.75.) 

By projecting wonders of the present 
in terms of what scientists, designers 
and city planners are working on, Mr. 
Cohn arrives at his conclusions about 
what life will be like in 1999.

The usefulness of this book is to pre- 
sent a well reasoned picture of what 
day-to-day life will be like when all 
these innovations are upon us. Cohn, 
science writer for the Minneapolis Star 
and Tribune, does so a calm re- 
straint that is a refr change from 
the gee-whiz style in such bless- 
ings as television in ey room are 
usually depicted. 


We now have the power, he notes, to 
do unparalleled harm and even to end 
civilization, but we also have the power 
to do unparalleled good.

N our fast moving world of 
| today it is becoming more 

and more necessary to “keep 
a record” of personal and indi- 
vidual events—records for in- 
come tax deductions, install- 
ment payments, future appoint- 
ments for dental and medical 
checkups, committee meetings, 
the children's music lessons, 
gym classes, etc. 

One of the most important 
and accurate records in every 
home should be a_ personal 
health diary for each child. 
This. record should note the 
date of each inoculation and. 
what it is for, with reminder 
dates for “boosters.”

WITH polio vaccination added 
to the list that has long in- 
cluded diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and smallpox im- 
munizations, and with the in- 
creased size of families, mother 
can't be expected to remember 
all this data for each child. 
Dates and the nature of each 
illness should be kept on this 
Same record. 

The Brown family learned 
how important a health diary 
can be when they moved to St. 
Louis last summer. When 
Timmy registered for the third 
grade in the fall mother 
couldn't find a copy of his 
birth certificate and she had 
kept no record of his smallpox 
vaccination—both prerequisites 
for entering the St. Louis 
schools 

The first time she took Tim- 
my and his younger sister and 
baby brother to their new fam- 
ily doctor the doctor wanted 
accurate immunization and oth- 
er medical information.

MRS. BROWN could only 
guess at the answers to most of 
his ouestions She knew the 
children had had “shots’’—lots 
of them—but she wasn't sure 
what they were. She didn't 
know if baby had had two or 
three injections against diph- 
theria and whooping cough and 
she had no idea whether the 
vaccine included protection 
against tetanus. 

The family had moved twice 
in five vears and she was vague 
as to when Timmy had had his 
last “booster shot.” She knew 
the two oldest children had had 
measles and chickenpox but oth- 
er illnesses for which they had 
been trested were just “unsets” 
or “sniffles.” Yet Mrs. Brown 
is a conscientious mother who 
takes her children regularly to 
the doctor, looks after them 
well. and takes an active part 
in the P.T.A.

You may be too young to have 
given a thought to a crepy neck 
or a double chin, but if you're 
letting your head droop, you've 
taken the first step toward both 
of them.
